A case which is at present shroudedia my- 
stery and which will occupy some time in salv- 
ing was discovered at Causeway Bay this after- 
noon, when the dead body ofa heavy. and 
well-built Chinaman; who, from outward 
appearances, belonged to the sampan fraterni- 
ty, was dragged out of the harbour, The 
body was seen floating in’ the water, ths dis- 
covery being made by an Indian policeman, 
who secured assistance and brought the body 
ashore..
